Karg is the mail who built 
Grace M. E. church and is now ho I Id 
Big the new school building at Wil­ 
mington and has now on hands,,con­ 
tracted for 
nearly 
$1,000,000. 
in 
building contracts. 
There were nine 
complete 
bids 
filed 
w'ith Ute Board *of Education 
and sixteen bids in all, ranging from 
Mr 
K arg s bid, which was $93,360 
for the complete work according to 
the plans and specifications prepared 
by Architects Howard and Merriam, 
of Columbus, and which 
have 
al­ 
ready 
been mentioned in detail a* 
the time of their 
acceptance, 
to 
$122,000, the highest bid 
The local contractors who bid on 
the work were right down near the 
lowest figures, but not quite as low 
as Mr. Karg. who landed the big con­ 
tract.
